PARIS, Sept. 26.—Freney ‘and 
American troops began a jolut ut 
tack this morning on the Champagne 
front and in the region beyond it on 
the east, today’s war official an- 
nounces. 

Renewed German attacks north of 
Aisne have been repulsed. At 
one point, where the Germans gained 
a feothold upon the French positions, 
they were ejected by a counter at- 
tack. 

The text of the statement reads: 

‘*‘Between the Ailette and the 
Aisne the German renewed their at- 
tacks last evening in the region of 
Allemant and Moulin-Laffaux. The 
enemy succeeded at the latter point 
in penetrating the French lines brt 
counter: attack by the 
the situation.

British Continue Pressure Northwest 


of St. Quentin. 

LONDON, Sept. 26.—-Northwest of 
St. Quentin British troops continued 
their pressure against the German 
defenses and have captured enemy 
strong points in the neighborhood of 
Selency and Gricourt, Field Marshal 
liaig reported today. 

In Flanders the Britiah line has 
likewise been advanced, progress 
having been made in the sector north 
of La Hassee, 

North of Gricourt on the St. Quen. 
tin sector the British repulsed Ger<- 
man counter attacks. 

The text of the statement reads: 

“Local operations were continued , 
euccesafuily yesterday afternoon and 
during the night northwest of Sr. 
Quentin. English troops progressed 
ind eaptured certain strongly de- 
fended localities in the neighborhood 
of Seleney and Grjcourt, together 
with a number of prisoners.

This is the first time that members 
of the Foreign Legion have visited 
the United States. But it is not their 
debut in the western hemisphere. 
They placed Maximilian on the 
throne of Mexico half a century ago. 
They hive fought in Dahomey, the 
Sudan and Madagascar: in China 
and the Crimea; they poured out 
their blood for Italian freedom in 
1859; and the Legion won the es- 
pecial hatred of Germany because it 
has opened its arms to Germans who 
enlisted in its ranks. Many Ameri- 
cans have served in the Legion dur- 
ing the war, among them Alan See- 
ger, the poct; Kiffin Rockwell, Ken- 
neth Weeks, Russell Kells and 
Frank Whitmore. 

In the visiting detachment. every 
man has been wounded, some sev- 
eral times, and every man wears the 
Military Medal or the Croix de 
Guerre, or both. The 490 officers 
and men count among them 168 
wounds. They range in age from 17 
to 5; years. The oldest is a French- 
man who, being beyond the military 
age. enlisted to avenge his two sons. 
killed in the war. The Foreign Le- 
gion is the only volunteer organiza- 
tion in the French army. 

hlag Lowered But Twice. 

The Legionnaires brought with 
them to St. Louis a flag which was 
first unfurled in the Crimean war. 
and which is tattered by shot and 
shell.

The first time was in Algiers,

Legion of Honor. The second oc- 
curred a few days ago, as the Le- 
gionnaires were parading before 
White House in Washington. In 
honor to President Wilson, the color 
bearer dipped the flag three times. 
They have another flag. now at the 
front, which is said to be the most 
decorated banner in the world. 

Every man wears over his left 
shoulder the red fourragere, or 
braid, which is the highest regimen- 
tal honor the French Government 
can bestow. It shows that the Le- 
zion has been cited at least six times 
for intrepidity in battle. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the Legion has been cited 
12 times, and the Government is 
considering the introduction of an 
entirely new braid to give distinc- 
tion to 
try. It probably will be the tricolor. 
How great an innovation this is may 
be judged from the fact that French 
soldiers are strictly forbidden to 
wear any ribbon or badge bearing 
the national colors.
